Mr. G. H. Potts, in rising to 
Propose the toast of “The Guests,”

“It la very wonderful to be alive 
to-day to see and celobrate tho 
Golden Jubilee of the Hong Kong 
Football Club. I remember the 
mecting in the V.R.C, in 1886, 
when the Club was formed, -and 
can recall some of the old play- 
crs, We had some - wonderful 
Rugby players in those daya and 
played many a gamo and were 
never beaten. I can recall two 
great players; Sir Robert ‘Jardine 
and David Landale.. They were 
some three-quarters, and I can 
honestly say I have never scen 
better. (Laughter). 

“Nowadays, the Club can be 
thankful for a good ground, but 
in the old days we had to be con- 
tent with a hard dusty ground 
which supported the doctors of 
the Colony and kept them going 
week-end after’ week-end (loud 
laughter), patching up ‘our elbows 
and knees, which were bereft of 
kin, i 
“T must admit that wonderful 
strides have ‘been “made alnce 
those days and the Club has been 
getting better’ and better, although 
the standard of Rugby has de- 
terlorated, and I.judge this by 
the fact that in the old days we 
were never beaten. ‘(Loud laugh- 
ter and applause). 

“The visit of the Now Zealand 
Universities’ side to the Colony 
was o tremendous assct as. they 
tought us how to play the game, 
although they were only boys and 
wo men!’ It was a tremendous 
day for Colony Rugby when these 
husky youtha from New Zealand 
played here, and we have much to 
thank them for. I only-hope that 
we shall.be able to entertain more 
of these New Zealand.and Aus- 
tralian Rugby teams in the future.
